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george walters uses local 


to convince doubting prospects 


i” CTUAL feeding records have 
been one of the greatest in- 
centives to new _ business 

with us,” says George H. Wal- 

ters, manager of the Maquon Farm- 
ers Elevator Co., Maquon, IIl. “With 
the tremendous competition in our 
territory, personal contacts with 
farmers and feeders are absolutely 
essential. We make these personal 
contacts, both in our office and in 
the field. We spend considerable 
time calling on prospective cus- 
tomers. Occasionally we are ac- 
companied by the representative of 
the factory whose line we carry. 

But, in making these personal con- 

tacts, we cite actual feeding rec- 

ords and these help more than any- 

thing else to clinch the sales. 
“We not only mention feeding 

records verbally to prospective cus- 

tomers, but we place them on a 

blackboard in our office, and we 

make the record complete, not 
merely a generalization. We give 
all information in the records that 
any feeder would like to know. As 
we operate an elevator, as well as 
handling feed, we have many pros- 
pective customers come into our of- 
fice. These have become accus- 
tomed to looking at the current 
feeding record. Figures don't lie 
and we don’t lie about our figures. 

Actual figures are more convinc- 

irg than any amount of platitudes 
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about what our feed will do.” 

As Mr. Walters was telling this 
to your correspondent, he directed 
attention to the feeding record then 
on the board. The record was neat- 
ly printed and so arranged to make 
reading easy. It was as follows:

“We know,” says Mr. Walters, 
“that the amount of feed used is 
correct because we sold the feeder 
both the corn and the supplement 
and we weighed the corn here. It 
is impossible for prospective cus- 
tomers to ignore the results shown 
by actual figures. We make these 
actual records the basis of our sales 
talk.” 

The Maquon Farmers Co. has a 
capacity of 14,000 bushels. Last 


year it handled 300,000 bushels of 
grain of which 75 per cent was 
corn and the remainder divided be- 
tween wheat, oats, and soy beans. 

Hybrid seed corn and a con- 
siderable quantity of other field 
seeds are handled. The feed and 
seed warehouse is 20 x 50 feet. The 
sales of feeds runs from 15 to 20 
tons a month. Hog feed accounts 
for about 60 per cent of sales and 
cattle and poultry feeds about 20 
per cent each. A carload of salt is 
sold each year. One complete line 
of a nationally known commercial 
feed is handled along with bulk 
feeds of all kinds and the various 
ingredients that farmers use to mix 
with their own grains. 

The company started operations 
in 1919. It bought the elevator from 
another concern and started in the 
feed business as well. 

In addition to personal contacts, 
mailings of literature furnished by 
the manufacturer of the commercial 
line handled, are sent out occasion- 
ally to a selected list of 150 farmers 
and feeders. 

“We find,” says Mr. Walters, 
“that our use of actual feeding 
records is a help to us in another 
way. It keeps us on our toes to 
be able to answer any questions 
farmers ask about feeding prob-

N this era of forthright changes 

from older merchandising 

methods, many sound princi- 
ples are involved which merit the 
closest study. These principles sug- 
gest three fundamental questions, 
which must be answered, accord- 
ing to George Steckley, owner and 
founder of Steckley’s Mill and 
Hatchery, Kendallville, Indiana. 

1. How can the management 
fulfill its dual purpose of earning 
steady all-year profits and main- 
tain an ever increasing clientele of 
satisfied customers? 

2. What planned merchandising 
program can the company employ 
to further the objective in problem 
No. 1? 

3. Can this be achieved more 
quickly, more surely by adopting 
the latest equipment to reduce op- 
erating costs, speed production? 
And will diversification advance 
your program? 

“Obviously, our decisions have

been governed entirely by the find- 
ings of nearly 40 years experience 
—observing habits of farmers to go 
along with modern trends in their 
acceptance of new equipment, and 
to engage for profits, in diversifi- 
cation of their activities,”’ states Mr. 
Steckley. 

“The deciding factors were al- 
most as varied as they were con- 
vincing. Try to imagine operating 
a feed and hatchery business to- 
day, as we began it in 1901. Aside 
from selling and grinding corn, oats 
and wheat, linseed and cottonseed 
meal were the only concentrates on 
the market. Five items to sell, upon 
which to maintain a business. And 
a hundred pound sack of linseed 
meal brought $1.25! We had a 


clumsy steam engine for power, 
and a stone burr mill to grind meal. 
Our biggest day was 96 bushels

for a 10 hour day. We used $3.50 
worth of coal. My expert miller got 
$1.25. Operating cost, not includ- 
ing overhead, $4.75, and at 5 cents 
a bushel, we took in 4.80—gross 
profit 5 cents! 

“In 1903, we installed a 20 h.p. 
gasoline engine which didn’t eat 
fuel, like the steam engine, when 
it wasn't working. From that day 
on, profits increased. In 1913, we 
installed electric motors, and be- 
cause business increased rapidly, 
steady profits prevailed, despite the 
high operating cost, due to local 
power rates, involving a minimum 
of $115 every month on a 5 cent 
kwh. rate. In 1933, we installed a 
Diesel 100 h.p. power plant which 
operates on 50 gallons of 4 to 5 
cent oil per day, furnishing power, 
light and heat for the plant. The 
hook-up is on a double-throw 
switch, to utilize local power at 
night. The plant has paid for itself 
five times over, since its installa- 
tion in 1933. 

“Mill equipment consists of a 30- 
inch Sprout-Waldron, a Papec ham- 
mer mill and a small size concen- 
trate mixer. Hatchery equipment 
capacity, 96,700, the largest incu- 
bator 52,000 capacity, second, 30.- 
000 and smaller, 14,700. Electric 
brooders are Jamesway and Smith. 
Experience has shown that best 
results are gained from buying our 
concentrates, and mixing them with 
various grains for our farmer 
customers. Concentrate specialists 
have their own chemists, and thus

EY, Skin-nay, the circus is 
in town!” 
This 


cry will echo 

throughout the nation this summer 
when the Ringling Bros. and Bar- 
num & Bailey Circus plays more 
than 200 towns and cities. Feed 
merchants as well as thousands of 
kiddies will be listening for this 
“echo,” because it will mean in- 
creased feed sales for many deal- 
ers. This year the show is larger 
than ever, using four train sections 
to transport it, which means that 
merchants who have supplied it in 
the past will find the sales to “The 
Greatest Show on Earth” topping 
all records if the business repeats. 
The Ringling show, as it is known 
in the trade, employs a staff of ad- 
vance men to contract for the feed 
its animals consume several weeks 
before a town is played. Serving 
as advance men are, among others, 
Harry Conway and Al Butler. While 
Conway has made some of the 
spots where he will. buy this year 
15 or 20 times before, he has con-

tacts with the merchants. This 
doesn't mean that a particular mer- 
chant has an exclusive on the cir- 
cus business. The circus manage- 
ment is always open to lower prices 
but the quality must be there. 
There is no substitute for quality 
feed and the aim of these buyers 
is to get the best quality offered 
on the market. The advance men 
are followed by “24-hour men,” 
those who arrive in the town 24 
hours before the circus opens. It 
is the business of these men to see 
that the quantities and qualities 
purchased by the advance men are 
delivered. They remain after the 
circus departs to pay the mer- 
chants and complete other business. 

Ringling’s men are faced daily 
with the problem of feeding ap- 
proximately 1,000 animals in the 
menagerie department, 155 horses 
and 46 Indian and African ele- 
phants. While some of the mena- 
gerie animals are carnivorous, 
grains and hay still play an im- 
portant part here. 

Dusty Rhodes, one of the 24-hour 
men who has been with the circus 
since 1901, is strict in his require- 
ments of quality. Since the circus 
uses daily, when it is on the road 
and under canvas, 8¥2 to 9 tons 
of hay, over 4 tons of straw for 
bedding, 150 bushels of whole oats, 
800 lbs. of bran, 400 lbs, of sweet 
feed, 600 lbs. of crushed oats, 100 
lbs, of cracked corn, 100 lbs. of 
scratch feed, 25 lbs, of sunflower 
seeds and 100 lbs. of linseed oil 
meal, this is an order that is wel- 
come by any feed dealer. While 
salt is rated as an unimportant 
item by Rhodes, the circus uses 300 
Ibs. a day. 

One would naturally think that 
with such large ring stock that a 
circus would put sufficient amounts 
of the feed in a trough and let the 
horses eat their requirements. This 
is not true with the Ringling show. 


There are Percherons, Thorough- 
breds, Western ponies, spotted 
horses, ponies of mixed Shetland 
and Welsh breeds and a Belgian, 
which weighs 2,350 pounds and is 
used only in the famous Cristiani 
act. This act also uses eight Perch- 
erons. All horses are curried once 
in the morning and before each per- 
formance, a total of three times 
daily. Tails and manes are washed 
daily, especially the white horses, 
which brings to light that the circus 
in addition to buying feed, will pur- 
chase curry combs and other inci- 
dentals feed merchants carry. 

Bel Monte, a Spanish pony im- 
ported this year from Portugal when 
the show signed its famous rider 
Roberto de Vasconcellos, does not 
eat oats. Fava beans are pur- 
chased for this one horse and about 
two quarts are used daily with 
other feeds. If a merchant is plan- 
ning to bid on the supplies, this 
item must be included and in stock 
before the show arrives. 

While the circus was showing 
a 26-day schedule at Madison 
Square Garden in New York City, 
Michigan timothy was fed. Advance 
men try to get timothy all the time 
but sometimes geographical prob- 
lems make it necessary to substi- 
tute. Prairie grasses are used in 
large quantities when the show is 
in the vincinity of Kansas City. 
When it plays the west coast Calli- 
fornia oat hay is used. In the gen- 
eral feeding little alfalfa is used but 
each day a supply of four bales 
of A-1 select clover hay is fed to 
the giraffes and hippopotamus. 
Horses known to have been raised 
on alfalfa are the only ones that 
get regular feedings of this hay. 

The horses are fed some sweet 
feed but not large quantities of it. 
The menagerie uses about 100 lbs. 
daily. Cracked corn, scratch feed

EWSPAPER and direct mail advertising with 

personalized appeal has been responsible for 

a fine increase in feed and flour business at 
the Hayden Flour Mills, Inc., Tecumseh, Mich., ac- 
cording to Perry Hayden, president. 

Key feature of the firm's newspaper campaign is a 
3 column by 12 in. ad in a weekly newspaper, which 
Mr. Hayden has entitled “HAYDEN HI-LITES,”” and 
he reports that this ad not only brings in business, 
but that he has a lot of fun preparing it each week. 

This advertisement is laid out to resemble in many 
respects the front page of an average weekly news- 
paper. In it, Mr. Hayden and staff print news items 
about customers, tying in such items with the use 
of products which the mill sells. Then there are little 
items, listing prices on feed, flour and grain, and 
the well-known Confucius is also quoted in a special 
ad, dispensing some his famous brand of humor. 

Mr. Hayden says this type of advertising, because 
of its personalized, chatty tone, has worked up high 
reader value. Farmers reading the local weekly turn 
to this ad to scan the news items, containing names 
of farmers, and as a result of this reader interest 
Mr. Hayden will soon publish the ad regularly in 
the county newspaper, which has a circulation five 
times greater than the local weekly. 

“It is really amusing to see the way our farmer 
friends hint at this or that, hoping that we will give 
them a writeup,” states Mr. Hayden. “You will note 
a comment in the April 25 issue about a farmer 
having lambs flourishing on our Wheat Germ. This 
was the result of a recent visit to his farm. 

“In order to do a good followup, we aim to send 
tear sheets of the ad to each farmer mentioned, with 
a red crayon mark around his name. We have been 
using this particular type of advertising locally for 
about 11 months, and are very certain that it helps 
our business, as does our direct mail, through 
strengthening our contacts with farmer customers and 
increasing friendliness. 

Mr. Hayden says that although a new competitor 
has entered that community with a custom grinding 
and mixing station, Hayden's sale on commercial 
feeds during March 1940 was 25 per cent ahead of 
March, 19339. 

“Our exchange business on flour just about holds 
its own,” he says, “but our gross profit is way ahead. 
We have been keeping very accurate records for 
the past five years, and our elevator division net 
profit for the 9 month ending March 30, 1940 was 
2.7 times greater than the average for the previous 
four years. 

“Although we do not attribute all of the increase 
to the Hi-Lite advertising, as we use direct mail some, 
and are constantly endeavoring to build attractive 
displays; nevertheless it has created a whale of a 
lot of local interest.” 

Mr. Hayden also points out that his firm has nearly 
tripled its flour exchange business at the mill door 
in the past four years, through aggressive advertis- 
ing. “We find that giving premiums on the flour, such

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TINERANT merchant trucker 

competition is springing up all 

over the country, tossing vex- 
ing problems into the laps of es- 
tablished merchants in the feed, 
grain, coal and other businesses. 
This type of merchant, undoubtedly 
taking his cue from the itinerant 
peddler of dry goods, notions and 
the like, has sprouted fast until he 
roams anywhere from 50 to 500 
miles or more from his temporary 
operating base, taking almost any 
sort of cargo, under varying con- 
tracts. 

Such competition is disrupting es- 
tablished merchandising and high- 
way transportation in many areas 
and many feel that legislation with 
teeth in it is needed to bring this 
new form of competition within 
“reasonable bounds.” 

The Associated Producers and 
Distributors, Kansas City, Mo., an 
organization of established merch- 
ants and trade groups, interested 
in promoting equitable standards 
in merchandising and highway 
transportation, has been hammer- 
ing away at this itinerant merchant 
trucking evil with facts and figures 
on the extent of the problem 
throughout the country, and advo- 
cating legislation as a curbing in- 
fluence. 

An editorial in the Associated 
Producers and Distributors publica- 
tion “Highway Notes” and entitled 
‘Just Trying to Earn a Living And 
Stay Off Relief’ has the following 
to say on the subject: 

“Opponents of itinerant mer- 
chant legislation argue that the 
gypsy peddler is ‘just a guy trying 
to earn a living.’ Of course, he is 
trying to earn a living. Who isn't? 

“Certainly the little local mer- 
chant, whose bread and butter are 
endangered by the gypsies, is not 
in business as a hobby. Certainly 
his employes are trying to earn a 
living. 

“So are the local people who sell 
goods and service to that merchant 
and his employes. And so are the 
farmers who must pay heavy taxes 
and many other costs in order to 
make a living—costs which the 
gypsy escapes. 
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try to pull relief gag in 
defense of their methods 


“You hear it said that the intiner- 
ant is ‘trying his best to stay off 
relief." But the farmer, the estab- 
lished businessman and his em- 
ployes are trying to do the same 
thing. They, however, are forced 
to make their fight for self-support 
without the special privileges en- 
joyed by their unregulated competi- 
tor. 

“If it were a question of one or 
the other going on relief, which 
should go? The established pro- 
ducer and distributor who meets 
payrolls, pays numerous taxes, and 


shoulders his civic obligation—or 
the fly-by-night highway peddler? 

“Reasonable regulation will not 
put the honest merchant-trucker 
out of business, however, it will 
merely force him to compete fairly. 
The real issue is now the gypsy 
shall be required to assume his 
share of the burdens which have 
been imposed upon his established 
competitors.

HARLES HARBER, manager 

of the Eldora Feed Mill, El- 

dora, Iowa, believes that it 
takes real merchandising these 
days to make a success of the 
feed business. He thinks this mer- 
chandising must follow steadily 
through the year, every step well- 
planned previously. 

“We sell one brand of commer- 
cial feeds and concentrates,” he 
declared recently, “and handle con- 
siderable amounts of millfeeds, 
grain, flour, and other commodi- 
ties. In the more than ten years 
under present management, this 
feed business has had to adapt it- 
self to new conditions and we've 
tried to keep in step with new de- 
velopments. We use a nice frame 
and iron-clad building, work three 
employees full-time, and place con- 
siderable stress upon the kind of 
custom feed milling we can do, at 
no time losing sight, however, of 
the business of selling a nationally- 
advertised line of commercial feeds. 
Just last January we installed a new 
ton mixer. We're paid 8 and 15 
cents for grinding here and get 5 
cents for mixing.” 

Mr. Harber is a great believer 
in farmers’ meetings. For example, 
in February he got out approxi- 
mately 200 farmers to see his feed 
manufacturers’ talkie and served 
lots of delicious apples for refresh- 
ments. The cash cost of the gath- 
ering was only $20, or about 10 
cents per capita attendance. He 
said he felt this meeting had helped 
him sell more commercial feeds and 
other merchandise, and it is his in- 
tention to stage more meetings of 
the same character in the future. 

“I believe it pays to heed the 
little business customs of a com- 
munity,” said he. “The public likes 
to see a feed store or mill decor- 
ated on special occasions like 
Christmas and Easter. Folks like 
to see Old Glory in the breeze on 
patriotic holidays.” 

For a long time, the Eldora feed 
folks have found it profitable to 
use live display to demonstrate 
what their commercial feed mix- 
tures will accomplish. They have

experimented with displays of baby 
chicks, laying hens, pigs, calves, 
and goats. Possibly, the best pub- 
licity ever received by the mill re- 
sulted from unusually good results 
feeding baby chicks in the office. 
The baby chick battery proved be- 
yond dispute that the commercial 
starter mash sold was fine feed. 
Scores of farm folks studied the 
quick development made by the 
chicks and started feeding this 
chick mash themselves. 

“Seeing is believing, especially 
with farm folks,’ declared Mr. Har- 
ber emphatically. “If a feed dealer 
goes into a live display project he 
must expect that it will require a 
little money and considerable time 
and work. He must be around when 


farmers are impressed with the re- 
sults. Why? Well, the average 
farmer needs a little encourage- 
ment to get him started on some- 
thing a little new or different. He 
may see, for example, your pigs 
in the feed store or mill making 
fine progress with your swine sup- 
plement but he might hesitate until 
the business was lost. But if the 
dealer is right there, he can sell 
some feed.” 

“Winning the friendship and 
goodwill of rural folks is largely a 
matter of showing yourself friendly 
and well disposed toward them,” 
explained Mr. Harber. “If you like 
them, they will like you—and, be-

In Missouri, A. H. Meinershagen, 
secretary of the Missouri Grain Feed 
& Millers association, has been made 
chairman of the state advisory com- 
mittee of the Associated Producers 
and Distributors of that state and 
will work on behalf of state legis- 
lation for the regulation of itinerant 
merchant-truckers in Missouri. 

‘Everyone who is directly or in- 
directly injured by these price-de- 
pressing disruptors of orderly mark- 
eting known as gypsy peddlers 
should fight for regulations,’’ says 
Mr. Meinershagen. “This includes 
farmers, farm co-operatives, whole- 
salers, retailers and licensed trans- 
porters of merchandise. It includes 
their employes and families. It in- 
cludes professional people, mem- 
bers of the service trades and pub- 
lic office holders, whose welfare 
depends upon the prosperity of es- 
tablished producers and distribu- 
tors. 

“These are the people who keep 
this country going. Their livelihood 
is threatened by an outrageously 
unfair type of competition. We 
therefore want as many of them as 
possible to join us.” 

The established feed dealer and 
other business men meet their ob- 
ligations to nation, state and com- 
munity, but out west, representa- 
tives of the Associated Producers 
and Distributors of Colorado had 
conversations with many itinerant 
truckers and learned that they 
boasted that they evaded payment 
of the Colorado ton-mile tax and 
avoid purchase of itinerant license 
in Nebraska and Iowa by traveling 
certain unguarded routes to avoid 
the port of entry. 

Is this fair competition? Estab- 
lished business men contend it is 
not. They believe that such com- 
petition cannot be eliminated en- 
tirely, but that through legislation 
it should and can be brought with- 
in the range of fair, established 
competition.

IFE begins at forty. So says 

a well known book by Wal- 

ter Pitkins, but Mr. and Mrs.

And so this feed business was 
started a year and a half ago. It 
has grown steadily ever since. Mr. 
Parks, knowing that many farmers 
seek advice on feeds and feeding 
has made a point of working with 
each customer when the occasion 
demanded it. This has resulted in 
ever-growing popularity with farm- 
ers. The word has been passed 
around among them that Parks, the 
feed man, is willing to assist any 
customer with feed and farming 
problems. 

Working this service angle 
strongly, Mr. Parks has built from 
scratch, and gradually added to

they find they can use much of 
the experience they have been ac- 
cumulating throughout the years on 
feeding problems. As a result of 
such a service program, the cash 
register in the mill plays a steadier 
tune of profit than in the first few 
months of operation. 

Mr. Parks finds that a regular 
advertising program to a select list 
of customers and prospects has 
helped him considerably in his 
merchandising task. Each month, he 
sends a yellow or green bulletin 
to his trade which tells his feed 
merchandising story in interesting 
fashion. He always tries to trans- 
late the message of quality feed in 
terms of what such feeds will do 
for the farmer in order to bring 
him more profit at reasonable op- 
erating costs. He also uses the 
caption “Parks, The Feed Man, 
Says,” in his bulletins, thus adding 
a personal tone to the sales mes- 
sage.

“With my wife assisting with the 
bookkeeping and other light duties, 
our overhead is kept down,” states 
Mr. Parks, “and my wife is a good 
merchandiser, too, which helps a 
great deal. She can get just as 
interested in a farm feeding prob- 
lem as I can, and I've been in the 
game for a long time.” 

A hammer mill, mixer and corn 
cracker and sheller constitute the 
major equipment in the mill, and 
more may be added in the future. 

“Lots of people think a man of 
fifty is just about finished in busi- 
ness, declares Mr. Parks. “But I 
don't. I feel as if I've just made a 
good start, and I hope to show some 
of the younger fellows that a mc 
of my age can get along in this 


business, too.”

ELL planned merchandis- 
ing and efficient man- 
agement has helped the 
Glasford Grain & Milling Co., Glas- 
ford, Ill., achieve an increase in 
business each year since 1921. The 
percentage of gain in 1939 was the 
largest of any single year, accord- 


ing to Harry Bruninga, owner. 


Glasford is a village of 700 popu- 
lation; the country around it is fer- 
tile, the acreage values being very 
close to the top for the entire coun- 
try. 

Mr. Bruninga’s business is divided 
as follows: he does custom grinding 
and mixing; he manufactures his 
own brand of feed, “Glasford Best,” 
consisting of poultry, hog and dairy 
feeds; he sells a complete line of 
nationally known commercial feeds; 
he buys grain for shipment to com- 
mission firms, flour mills, etc., 
screens and cleans seeds and all 
kinds of grains; sells hybrid corn, 
all kind of field and garden seeds, 
fertilizers, sprays, salt and poultry 
remedies; he does outside weigh- 
ing and offers a trucking service 
to farmers. 

He has a total investment of ap- 
proximately $17,000 in buildings 
and equipment and last year did 
a total business of $138,173. Of this, 
custom grinding contributed $1549, 
feed sales $36,844 and seed sales 
$13,792. The remainder was divided 
between the other divisions of the 
business mentioned, with the ele- 
vator producing the major portion. 
About 180,000 bushels of grain 
passed through the elevator. 

“The reason we have made a 
profit every year,” says Mr. Brun- 
inga, “is because we keep careful 
records of everything and a watch- 
ful eye on overhead. By virtue of 
our many years of operation in this 
community, we enjoy an excellent 
prestige with our customers and 
do not need to do any promotional 
work of an extensive nature. As a

result, no excessive appropriations 
are necessary to maintain the good- 
will of the business. Our promo- 


tional work is confined to mailings 
twice a year to our own mailing 
list of customers and to a small 
display ad every week in our local 
newspaper.”

“One of our greatest economies 
in overhead, however, is in watch- 
ing and caring for buildings and 
equipment. We charge off depre- 
ciation each year on these, but, by 
proper care, we keep this depre- 
ciation at a minimum. Proper care 
pays dividends not only in a mini- 
mum of depreciation but in the 
every-day operation of the busi- 
ness. Proper care is a protection 
to our investment and an assur- 
ance of efficient operation. _ 

“In order to know where we are 
at all times, and to keep a proper 


check on operations and expense, 
we keep a constant inventory of 
buildings and equipment, not simp- 
ly a lump figure but a detailed 
list. In this way, repairs and any 
other charges can be allocated to 
the proper building or equipment 
and a check kept upon which build- 
ings and equipment are costing us 
the most. Then, when the costs of 
maintenance are out of proportion 
to results secured, we can take the 
proper measure to make changes 
that will allow a profitable opera- 
tion.

pending two day nutritional conference 
and feed dealers program to be arranged 
by the college of agriculture, University 
of California at Davis, May 23-24. In this 
program will be represented the research, 
educational, and field service departments 
of the university, covering problems in the 
field of poultry and animal husbandry, 
together with experiments and tests also 
under way in the agronomy division of 
the college. 

At the “sweet sixteen” convention, re- 
gional director of the federal wage and 
hour division, for the western states spoke 
on “The Feed Industry and the Wage and 
Hour Law,” explaining many points of 
this complex legislation. 

L. M. Jeffers, chief of the bureau of field 
crops, California department of agricul- 
ture, called attention to a change in state 
licensing regulations, requiring all feed 
dealers to secure a license from the di- 
rector of agriculture on or after July 1, 
1940. He also stressed the fact that Cali- 
fornia has an almost total lack of definite 
regulation and supervision of warehousing 
of agricultural commodities. Mr. Jeffers 
explained another regulation, effective 
July 1, prohibiting sale of feeding stuffs 
which contain harmful materials such as 
metals. He announced that California will 
soon begin testing vitamin oils to prevent 
the state from becoming a dumping 
ground for low quality oils. 

The entertainment program of the con- 
vention included golf and bowling tourna- 
ments. Pre-convention division conference 
developed much interest, with wholesale 
feed, retail, processed barley, legislative 
and transportation problems being dis- 
cussed.

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Swift & Co. Adds Two 
New Soybean Plants 


Two new large soybean mills are on 
the 1940 expansion program of Swift & 
Co., one at Des Moines, Iowa, and another 
at Fostoria, Ohio, which supplements the 
firm's other soybean mills at Champaign 
and Cairo, Ill. The new Des Moines mill 
is already erected, and the Fostoria mill 
is well under way. 

A. L. Leathers is manager of the Des 
Moines plant, and directs’ the purchase 
of soybeans and the sale of soybean meal 
throughout the state. 

The mill, using four 
super presses, has a 
capacity of between 
2,600 and 2,800 bu. 
of beans per day. 
Three carloads of 
soybean oil meal are 
produced every day 
for sale as a protein 
concentrate for feed- 
ing meal animals, 
draiy cattle and 
poultry. A tank car 
of oil is produced 
every third day for 
shipment to the firm’s vegetable oil re- 
fineries. 

Fourteen reinforced concrete cylindrical 
tanks, 90 feet high, and 24 feet in diameter, 
provide a storage capacity of 450,000 bu. 
The workhouse is of reinforced concrete 
and includes equipment for cleaning and 
drying beans. Facilities are available for 
unloading both carload and truck ship- 
ments of beans, and for loading out car- 
loads and truckloads of soybean oil meal. 

Sam D. Hollett is 
manager of the Fos- 
toria, Ohio, mill 
which will have stor- 
age space for more 
than 450,000 bu. of 
beans at one time or 
900,000 a season. 
Each tank is 24 feet 
in diameter and 106 
feet high. The work- 
house, also of rein- 
forced concrete, in- 
cludes equipment for 
cleaning and drying 
beans. 

The mill will have a crushing capacity 
of between 2,600 and 2,800 bu. daily. 
Three carloads of soybean meal will be 
produced every day, and a tank car of 
oil will be available every third day for 
shipment to the firm’s vegetable oil re- 
fineries in New Jersey, North Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida and other eastern and 
southeastern cities.

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did not oppose the passage of the 
loan and farm programs when the 
bills came up in Congress but that 
persons in the industry did express 
a fear that the bills contained too 
many implied powers. After the 
bills became law, developments 
showed that the feelings of fear 
were entirely justified. 

“Our corn program has not been 
a loan program but is definitely a 
fixed price program,’ Mr. Bowden 
said. “And price-fixing is against 
the law yet the federal government 
practices it.” 

Mr. Bowden challenged the AAA 
program in that it provided for steel 
bin storage when there is plenty 
of permanent storage space owned 
by elevator operators in the United 
States. He declared that steel bins 
are a competitive factor to private 
business and that country elevators 
will suffer from trucking of grain 
out of bins. 

He maintained that commission 
men are a vital part of the grain 
marketing structure yet the govern- 
ment has sidetracked them in the 
handling of loan grains. 


Another speaker at the first day's 
session was R. O. Cromwell, crop 
statistician for Lamson Bros. & Co., 
Chicago. He reviewed prospects 
for this year’s grain crop 

Tuesday morning's meeting 
which completed the sessions 
brought to a head the problem of 
barge and truck competition. John 
E. Brennan, vice president of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, told how 
he had worked to get the ICC to 
eliminate discrimination between 
rail as compared with barge rates. 
Several members who operate ele- 
vators on the Illinois river and take 
advantage of barge service spoke 
in their behalf and a lively dis- 
cussion resulted. 

The association adopted resolu- 
tions to: (1)—condemn rate dis- 
crimination which hurts the eleva- 
tor operator who ships by rail; (2) 
—to ask the Department of Agri- 
culture to relegate inspection of soy 
beans to the department of weights 
and standards; (3)—petition the 
government for prompt payment of 
handling charges on government 
grain; (4)—appoint a committee to 
study transportation and rate in- 
formation in connection with a sim- 
ilar committee from the Farmers’ 
Grain Dealers association of Illinois.

we avoid costly experiments, and 
render our customers the ultimate 
in satisfactory service—obviously, 
a major factor in holding customers 
year in and year out.”

NEW uniform grain stor- 
age agreement, designed 
to unify storage rates, hand- 

ling costs, and other provisions af- 
fecting storage and handling of 
grain by agencies of the depart- 
ment of agriculture was approved 
several weeks ago by Secretary 
Henry A. Wallace. 

The new agreement contains 
some changes in the agreement 
submitted to the warehouse trade 
a month ago by the department. 
The changes were partly the result 
of conferences between the depart- 
ment and a special county elevator 
committee of the Grain & Feed 
Dealers National association, head- 
ed by S. W. Wilder, Cedar Rapids, 
Ia. The department announced that 
terms of the agreement were dis- 
cussed with representative groups, 
and their suggestions on commer- 
cial storage practices were written 
into the agreement insofar as it 
was practicable to do so. The agree- 
ment will not affect grain stored 
on farms. 

Under the agreement the govern- 
ment agencies operate under one 
contract, and may shift the grain 
from one agency to the other with- 
out drawing up a new warehous- 
ing agreement. In some instances 
one agency may move grain out 
of storage ahead of specified time, 
and another may move grain in 
for the duration of the agreement 
by paying usual in and out 
charges. 

Farmers who move into storage 
and hold it before placing it under 
government loan will benefit as 
warehouse rates are retroactive to 
date grain is placed in storage. 

Storage rates are provided for 
all grains; 1/30 cent a bu. a day 
for the first 7 months of the storage

period on all grain except wheat 
and rye received by rail or water, 
in which case storage is paid at 
the rate for only 6 months. Free 
storage is allowed for the balance 
of the storage period. The period 
for computing storage charges plus 
the free storage period will end 
with the crop year in the case of 
wheat held under loan, but will 
extend for a full 12 months in the 
case of all grain held by Govern- 
ment agencies. 

Loading and unloading charges 
amount to | cent per bu. for grain 
received by rail or water, 2/2 cents 
per bu. for corn received by wagon 
or truck, and 32 cents for other 
grain received by wagon or truck 
except in Zone I where the charge 
is 242 cents. 

The warehouseman agrees to 
keep the grain in condition, turn- 
ing it as required. Fixed charges 
are allowed under the agreement 
for this service. For corn the fixed 
charges in any area are % of a 
cent per bu. for the first 2 storage 
months. For other grains, the 
charges vary among zones accord- 
ing to climatic conditions and the 
possibility of damage to grain in 
store. Conditioning rates for each 
of the four zones follow: 

Zone I1—¥% of a cent a bu. per 
month for first two storage months 
where grain is received by wagon 
or truck and for the first storage 
month for grain received by rail 
or water; States—Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Idaho, Utah, California, Neva- 
da, and Arizona. 

Zone II—% of a cent a bu..per 
month for first four storage months; 
States—Montana, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Colorado, 
New Mexico and Wyoming. 

Zone III—'¥ of a cent a bu. per 


month for first five storage months; 
States—Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Missouri, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New York, New Jersey, Kentucky, 
West Virginia, Virginia, Maryland, 
Delaware and Tennessee. 

Zone IV—¥s of a cent a bu. per 
month for first six storage months; 
States—Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Texas.

Almost every farmer can use an extra pencil, especially one 
of the type Triplet hands out, and he says that this stunt usu- 
ally causes him to be greeted with a smile instead of a frown. 
The idea builds good will and prestige. “Calling cards are a 
mere business formality,” says Triplet, “but a pearl-handled 
pencil opens the cockles of a man’s heart and he becomes 
receptive and friendly. Dealers everywhere can try ideas along 
this line, using other items besides pencils, if the occasion 
warrants it. Customers and prospects alike appreciate a 
gesture of this kind. 


Extra 


A Wisconsin feed dealer we know has induced the weekly 
newspapers in which he advertises to help him distribute manu- 
facturers’ booklets on feeds and feeding. This dealer stamps 
his name on the back of the booklets, takes them to the local 
editors and says farmers will be interested in them, and that 
it is the newspapers’ duty to pass on such valuable booklets 
to farmers. The editors of two newspapers in this area have 
placed such booklets, and those of other firms, on tables out 
in the front office. Farmers coming into the newspaper office 
to pay their subscriptions, or to place want ads, are invited 
to take copies of the booklets. Thus the dealer contacts farmers 
he might not otherwise see. 


Boost Egg Sales 


Every feed dealer can help to increase the per capita con- 
sumption of poultry and dairy products in two ways; first, 
by including lines such as “Good Eggs Build A Nation's Health’ 
or “Milk Is A Quality Food You Can Buy Cheaply.

vals in his locality, with an occa- 
sional contest for farmers. This pro- 
gram brings results. 

Starting in the hatchery business 
17 years ago with a small incu- 
bator and two years later adding 
feeds to the business, Mr. Tjaden 
built his business to sales of 60,000 
to 80,000 chicks and many carloads 
of feeds annually. 

Washburn is a village of 850 
population with a fertile farming 
country surrounding it. Several other 
villages only a few miles away 
give it a limited selling area. Mr. 
Tjaden, however, works this terri- 
tory intensely. 

He confines his business to the 
hatchery and feed lines, the only 
side-lines being poultry supplies 
and remedies. Hatching eggs are 
bought from some of the better 
flocks. At present the hatchery 
building is 20 x 40 feet and the 
neat-looking feed warehouse 16 x 
40 feet. This summer he will double 
the size of the building so he will 
have separate rooms for incubator 
room, battery room, display room, 
and feed warehouse. 

The feeds sold comprise one na- 
tionally-known commercial line. 
This line has been handled con- 
tinuously for the 15 years Mr. Tja- 
den has sold feeds. He uses this 
brand to feed the baby chicks he 
sells. Whatever surplus he has of 
chicks each year he raises him- 
self. The hatchery is located on the 
outskirts of the village on a plot 
of 18 acres. Mr. Tjaden has two 
modern chicken houses and plenty 
of room. While he makes no pre- 
tension of carrying on experimental 
work, the raising of the surplus 
chickens on the feed he handles 
really serves this purpose. 

The only formal promotional 
method used for selling feeds is 
newspaper advertising in the local 
newspaper. This brings in some di- 
rect sales and also serves to keep 
the name of Parkside Hatcheries in 
front of the public. ; 

The Washburn community holds 
a fall festival each year. Mr. Tjaden 
participates in this with a display 
of feeds. He usually conducts a con- 
test with a prize of poultry feed for 
a reward to the winner. Participa- 
tion in this civic event is an ex- 
cellent goodwill builder. 

Mr. Tjaden does not depend, 
however, for business to come to 
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H. M. TJADEN, left, and 
helper, let no grass grow 
under their feet. They keep 
busy servicing farmers, 


him, but goes out after it, spend- 
ing considerable time in the field. 
The time so spent is remunerative. 
For instance, one day recently he 
went out with the representative 
of the manufacturer of his feed line 
and sold 23/2 tons. Then, two days 
later, he went out alone and in five 
hours sold 1012 tons. The sales run 
about 50 per cent hog feed, 30 per 
cent poultry feed, and 20 per cent 
cattle and dairy feed. 

“We have a great deal of com- 
petition,” says Mr. Tjaden. “Several 
other brands are sold in our terri- 
tory. Our competition, however, is 
not with cheaper brands of feeds, 
but with the better brands. While 
the hatchery business is natural 
to the feed business, this very fact 
makes it imperative that the dealer 
choose a high-class line. In nearly 
every case, the customer who buys 
baby chicks will use the feed rec- 
ommended by the hatchery because 
if anything goes wrong with the 
chickens, they can come back and 
complain. By choosing a first-class 
brand of feeds, we practically elimi- 
naie chances for complaint. We 
believe that it is better to study 
the brand proposed to carry be- 
fore committing oneself—when the 
siudy is complete, then to select 
one brand and siay with it as long 
as it proves satisfactory. We have 
never found it necessary or desir- 
able to change.

lems and practices. We have to 
have about as much knowledge as 
the county farm advisor in order 
to answer all the questions asked. 
As a usual thing, we can not 
only answer the question, but 
we can cite the actual experience 
of some customer with whose ex- 
perience we are familiar through a 
feeding record.” 

Although competition has in- 
creased tremendously since the 
Farmers Elevator Co. started op- 
eration, especially truck competi- 
tion, the feed business has more 
than doubled since the first year’s 
operation. Most of the feeds, seeds, 
and other materials handled come 
in by truck. There are many trucks 
hauling livestock to the stock yards 
at Peoria and Galesburg who pick 
up return loads. This makes very 
cheap transportation. 

Last year a new floor was put 
in the elevator, using 18-inch I 
beams as sleepers, with a four-inch 
floor on these. An electric tester 
is used in the elevator so that the 
testing is done rapidly. 

The concern handles ear corn 
as well as shelled corn. From 60,- 
000 to 75,000 bushels are placed in 
cribs each year and shelled later. 
A considerable amount of corn is 
sold to feeders who do not raise 
enough of their own. 

Mr. Walters has been manager of 
the concern for 16 years.

and sunflower seed are consumed 
by the birds, such as parakeets, 
and ducks used by the clowns in 
their acts. Under the direction of 
Peter March, who has been with 
the show for 17 years, all feed is 
inspected before it is used. This 
is done while the men are mixing 
it. Cow feed is used for the camels, 
it was said. 

There are 46 elephants in the 
show and their general welfare is 
in the hands of the veteran trainer, 
Walter McClain. The daily hay 
consumption per animal is 150 lbs. 
In addition to this, 500 lbs. of bran 
and 35 bushels of whole oats are 
consumed by the 46. They are fed 
every two hours or 12 times a day. 
Sweet feeds are not used for they 
tend to cause worms. These ani- 
mals are very selective in their 
feeding and know their capaci- 
ties. When questioned regard-

ing the amount of peanuts one 
would eat, one of McClain’s three 
assistants, said that the average 
consumption was about a quart. 
When they've had enough, they re- 
fuse to eat more. Result is that 
each night the stalls are strewn 
with uneaten peanuts, the gift of 
generous circus-goers. Feed mer- 
chants who are associated with 
produce lines will find the Ringling 
show a good market for fruits as 
elephants go for nearly all kinds. 

While Ringling’s is undoubtedly 
the largest circus on the road, there 
are others that have similar require- 
ments.
